HARRY WOODHEAD, L.T.C.L., R.M.T. 

Mr. Woodhead was educated at 
Windsor Academy and King's College 
School in Windsor, Nova Scotia. After 
receiving his academic training he qual¬ 
ified for a certificate in Public School 
Music at Mount Allison University in 
Sackville, N.B. He then completed 
courses in Musical History, School Man¬ 
agement and Law, School Music 
Methods and Materials, etc., at McGill. 

Mr. Woodhead is presently employed 
as Supervisor of Music in the Rocking¬ 
ham (Halifax, suburban) schools, and as 
Music Master at King's College School. 
King's was founded in 1788 and it is the 
oldest private school in the British over¬ 
seas Dominions. It is interesting to note 
that Mr. Woodhead's grandfather held 
the same position at King’s over fifty 
years ago.

F/L Friberg attended the R.C.A.F.

At an early age Wight Henderson 
won a Caird Scholarship for piano play¬ 
ing and composition and went to study 
at the Royal College of Music. He 
worked there mainly with Herbert Fryer 
and John Ireland and won several prizes 
for piano playing and a Foli Scholarship 
for Composition. 

When he finished his course in London 
he decided to specialize in piano play¬ 
ing, and the Caird Trust extended the 
scholarship so that he could spend a 
year's study in Vienna with Emil von 
Sauer, one of the greatest pianists of 
his time and a distinguished pupil of 
Liszt. 

He is principal piano teacher in the 
Royal Scottish Academy of Music.
